Debate nt Queen's 
At the same time that tlio Bo- 
vey Shield competition Is taking 
place here a team of two will rep- 
resent McGill at KMC and Queen's 
University. HIema Solomon, BA .1, 
and Avrum Cohen, BCD 1, will 
uphold the affirmative of the res- 
olution "Resolved that without 
tho Province of Quebec Canada 
would be a third rato power."

^ return to private and confidential negotiations between nations was advocated last 
night by the Honourable L. B. Pearson, Canada's Secretary of State for External 
Affairs. Mr. Pearson was speaking to the 55th anniversary dinner of the McGill chapter 
of Delta Upsilon fraternity. 

He felt that we should return to the "tried and tested methods of diplomacy, under 
which disagreements between friendly powers could remain confidential until discussion 
and compromise were possible. He deplored the premature publicity given to such disa- 
greements, saying that "nothing is more difficult for a politician to abandon than a head- 
line."

Theso elections, held In NOV; 
ember or December of each your, 
are for choosing new representa- 
tives from each faculty. Due to 
the recent resignation of Alex 
Dcrry, former Vlco President of 
the Union, that post will also be 
contested in these elections. 

.Students' Society Meeting 
Also decided at tho meeting 
Wednesday night was the date of 
the semi-annual Students' Society 
Meeting. This was tentatively set 
at Nov. IS, but may bo changed 
by a week or two. Ely tho Stud- 
ents' Society Constitution, such 
meetings must bo held "nbout r. 
month nfter tho commencement 
of each term, to consider reports 
and to handle any business of the 
.student body, and lo servo ns a 
welcome to the incoming students 
ns well." 

Tho date of the Students' Socit- 
ty meeting may he advanced, It It 
will then be possible for Antonio 
ISnrlqucz, President of NFCUS, to 
come and speak to tho students. 
It Is expected that ono - of the 
issues nt tho meeting will be 
whether or not McGill should pay 
the increased fee raise. 

Constitution Change 
Tho only official news on the 
agenda, however, is on a propos- 
ed change In tho Constitution. 
This would affect tho election 
date for the Women's Union re- 
presentative on tho SEC in order 
to bring the Students' Society 
constitution into line with the 
recently ammended constitution 
of the Women's Union. 

Also nt this meeting, the Coun- 
cil discussed several budgets of 
campus organizations including 
tho Red and White Revue, the 
Illood Campaign and tho McGill 
Prom. 

Two representatives from the 
Medical Journal were present to 
ask tho Council for a grant to 
assist them in the expenses of the 
earning year, and nlso to pay debts 
incurred last year, when a grant 
from the SEC was not obtained. 
Tho Council agreed only tn pay 



last year's debts-amounting lo 
about $200 hut .tabled n motion 
that would have granted tho re- 
mainder.

Disagreements Inevitable. 

Mr. Pearson felt that tho prac- 
tice of completely open diplom- 
acy was more harmful in dealings 
with our allies. Disagreements 
between friendly count ries arc 
bound to occur, ho stressed, nnd 
their publicizing makes negotia- 
tion nnd compromise ie«t> pos- 
sible. 

He emplinsijMMl, however 
Hull in a democratic state. Hie 
policies mid n g r <: e m cuts 
readied in such negotiations 
must bo public. War is the 
result of h collapse of diplom- 
acy, he added, and (lie people 
linvc n right to know the policy 
whoso failure might. Involve 
them lu n war. 
Discussing the FN, Mr. Pear- 
son said that despite tho "frust- 
ration and almost despair" which 
was experienced by many, lie 
sees the organization as "a vital 
part of our International system." 
Ho explained Its valuo ns both an 



tloment with the Communists, 
and u means of "building up our 
friendship in tho free world."

Our unity, he thought, was 
feared even more by the Com- 
munists then our strength.

'ses Ât Âge Of 85 



Dr. Charles I'. Martin, dean of 
the faculty of Medicine at McGill 
University from l!l2::-26, died on 
Wednesday nt the age of 83 in 
{the itoss Memorial I'nvllllon of 
the Hoyal Victoria Hospital, 

Dr. Martin was horn Oil Oct- 
ober M, 1S6S, in Montreal. In 
1SSS he received Ilia 11. A. from 
McGill, and in IS1I2. his M.I). He

also held honorary degrees from 
McGill University, Bishop's Coll- 
ege, and Harvard. 

In 1897 Dr. Martin was appoint- 
ed to lite teaching staff nf McGill 
as a lecturer in the faculty of 
Medicine; in lS'J'J he was made 



assistant professor of medicine 
and clinical medicine; In 1907 he 
was made a professor In both of 

these. 

During the timo Dr. Martin heirl 
tho position of Dean of tho faculty 
of Medicine, ho served as actlns 
principal of McGill when Sir 
Arthur Currle, then president, 
was absent. 

Tills year Dr. Martin was aw- 
arded the highest honor of the 
Canadian Medical Association — 
tho Star Award. Ho Is credited 
with tho reorganization of tho 
pre-clinlcnl departments and ex- 
pansion of the medical school nt 
McGill. Ho was also largely res- 
ponsible for the founding of tho 
lloynl College of Physicians and 
.Surgeons in Canada. The Montreal 
Neurological Institute was also 
founded under Ills guidance. 

Dr. Mania had many Interests 
outside tho field of medicine; For 
eleven years he was president of 
the Art Association, president of 
MKT. anil participated In several 
other cultural clubs. 

Ho was also an excellent sports- 
man, excelling In tennis. In 1926 
he held the Quebec Amateur Open 
Championship. 

"The honors that came to him 
are of record and well earned. A 
long and very full career has end- 
ed, leaving an Impress on many 
aspects of life in the city in winch 
It was begun and fulfilled, " said 
nil editorial in the Montreal Dally 
Star. 
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The Bloody History of Man

Of the many members of the ancient and honourable fraternity of barber-surgeons 
and physicians, perhaps the best remembered name is that of Hippocrates. For most of 
us he is immortalized as the author of the "Hippocratic Oath", which remains even today 
the ethical code of the medical profession. 

As well as ethics, this surgeon of old contributed much to Medical Science. He post- 
ulated that the body was composed of four liquids or "Humours" — blood, phlegm, black 
bile and yellow bile.

McGill Students are often accused of 
many things: they are uninterested in 
regard to world events, apathetic to what 
occurs around them on the campus, and, 
if they write in their spare time, illiterate.

And clearly the 
aims of a campaign of this nature are not 
the changing of adjectives applied to stu- 
dents; not their reputation will suffer 
hut their fellow citizen in a hospital bed. 

Here confronting our university com- 
munity is a responsibility it shares with 
all Canadians. A lot may depend on 
whether the individual who has never giv- 
en blood does so next week, and the one 
who has returns another time. Much may 
depend on it — it may be a man's life.

Canada has developed an ingenious me- 
thod of taking strong stands on anything 
that doesn't really affect her, and of avoid- 
ing anything that really counts. To those 
of us who have been watching this sleight 
of hand, it was not surprising that Canada 
was prompt in assenting to the United 
Nations' Genocide Convention, yet has 
stalled off any suggestions that we ratify 
the Universal Declaration of Human 
Rights. 

There is no group in this 
country that the majority hates strongly 
enough to want to exterminate, so there is 
no danger of Canada practicing genocide. 
But, cases of infringements of fundamental 
liberties are so prevalent, that assent to 
the Declaration of Human Rights would 
mean committing ourselves to real social 
action. This we could never do ! I 

Discrimination and authoritarianism ex- 
ist in Canada on the federal, provincial, and 
private levels — both in and out of the 
law. Just look at some of our legislation: 
The federal War Measures Act (1927 
RSC 20C) is a complete abrigation of the 
powers of Parliament by the cabinet, "as 
complete a power-of-attorney as Hitler ever 
got from the Reichstag". This act can sus- 
pend all civil liberties, and its unreason- 
able grant of power to suspend habeas 
corpus (section 5) can only mean a con- 
templation of secret imprisonment. 

The Official Secrets Act (1039 SC 49) 
is so ruthless, that Mr. A. M. Lower was 
quoted as saying that the act "... might 
just as well read: all persons against whom 
a charge is laid are ipso facto guilty". 

The Public Inquiries Act (1927 RSC 99) 
can require a man to testify against him- 
self, and has already been used in this way 
by two judges of the Supreme Court work- 
ing on a Royal Commission. There is no 
reason why our laws should force the bench 
to besmirch itself in this manner. 

The infamous Quebec Padlock Law gives 
the provincial Attorney-General the power 
to lock any house used "to propagate com- 
munism or bolchevism by any means what- 
soever". The Attorney-General does not 
have to prove the "illegal activity" in any 
court of law, but, on the contrary, the ac-

cused has to prove that he did not break 
the law — a burden of proof that is op- 
posed to every principle of British justice. 
Mr. Duplessis has consistantly refused to 
define communism, saying it "can be felt" 
(this is probably known as justice by in- 
tuition). But other members of the gov- 
ernment have said that the definition 
should include "those who daily vilify pub- 
lic men", and "the many who are commun- 
ists without knowing it". Mr. Duplessis' 
own confusion on the matter was evidenced 
by his announcement that the C.C.F. is "a 
movement of communist inspiration". 

In Prince Edward Island, the Trade 
Union Act is a valiant attempt to cripple 
the union movement. The act prohibits, in 
effect, full-time union officials unless they 
are on leave of absence from their employ- 
ers; it prohibits affiliation with any na- 
tional or international union ; and gives the 
Provincial Secretary complete discretion as 
to which unions shall be licenced.

The courts in Canada have done very 
little to protect minority groups from dis- 
crimination by their fellow-citizens; on the 
contrary, they have upheld the cause of 
bigotry several times. Following the lead- 
ing cases of Franklin vs Evans (55 OLR 
319) and Christie vs York (1940 SCR), it 
is perfectly legal for restaurant and hotel 
owners, and any keeper of a 'public' place 
to discriminate against any section of the 
people. (An exception should be made here 
due to the Federal Fair Employment Prac- 
tices Act which forbids discrimination in 
employment. This act, however, only cov- 
ers some 250,000 workers.) 

• • • 

This is just a hint of the story mess 
in which Canada finds herself today. It's 
not pretty; but it's not beyond repair. 

If the government feels too weak to 
accept the Declaration of Human Rights 
then at least let it follow the recommend- 
ations of the Senate Committee on Human 
Rights and Freedoms, to draw up our own 
Bill of Rights as part of the B.N.A. Act. 

Let's handle it now, before the actual 
problems become too hot to handle.

FIRE AND BlXJOIt 
A few ycnrn Inter, n well 
known thinker by tlio nnmo of 
Arlstotlo got hold of tlllft 
theory ami combined It with 
his own doctrlno that the 
unlvcrso wns composed nf four 
elements only — enrtli, nlr, fire 
and writer. Ily n lilt of juggling, 
Arlstotlo proved conclusively 
that blood wns nn offshoot of 
thn primary clement fire. Since 
flro wns hot nnd dry, blood too 
wns obviously hot nnd dry. An 
excess of It therefore made for 
n rnthcr Interesting personality 
— ono with a sanguinary nnd 
fiery nature which bode 111 for 
tlm unsuspecting member of 
tlto opposite se v. Unfortunate- 
ly, however, carried to excess, 
this repletion of blood could 
hocomo pathological nnd make 
Mm poor libcrtlno sick. The oh- 
tIous way to euro blin (or her) 
wns to let out sonio of the 
blood. From early times, the 
draining of blood from the 
body lins been the Mandnrd 
remedy for most diagnosed nnd 
nil undiagnosed diseases, es- 
pecially those which resulted In 
tlio symptoms ot fever and dry- 
ness. 

Towards the end of tho Roman 
period (130 — 200AD), wo ruu 
across an anatomist and physio- 
logist called Galen. Ho developed 
some rather Interesting theories 
concerning blood. Food from the 
Intestine was carried to tho liver 
where a something'' called NA- 
TURAL SPIRIT endowed it with 
the power of growth and nutri- 
tion. This was low grade blood 
which ebbed slowly back and 
forth through the veins for the 
purpose of ordinary nutrition. 

A very small part of this low 
grade blood leaked from the right 
chamber of the heart to the left 
chamber. There it was mixed 
with air which wns forced un- 
changed from tho lungs to tho 
heart. This mixture of air ami 
blood was endowed with some- 
thing called VITAL SPIRIT 
which was apparently analogous 
to tctra cthly lead In gasoline; It 
mado It "high grado". The high 
grade mixture had the privilege 
ot flowing gently through tho 
arteries endowing the various or- 
gans with FUNCTION. If by 
chanco some of It reached the 
brain, It automatically was re- 
warded by being given some of 
tho noblest essence of all AN- 
IMA SPIRIT, or expressed moro 
poetically, BREATH OF SOUL. 
Breath of Soul wont scurrying 
around tho body through hollow 
tubes called nerves and In some 
mysterious way Initiated sensa- 
tion and motion. 

I>.\ VINCI'S DISCOVERIES 
The next outstanding man In 
tlio history of Western med- 
icine Is one Leonardo dn Vilici. 
Ho deliberately set about ruin- 
ing Onion's theories. For one 
tiling, ho discovered Hint no 
matter how hard ho pressed 
tlio lungs of n radnvcr, he 
couldn't sbovo nlr from tho 
lungs to tho heart. Onion's doc- 
trine of tho endowment of 
VITAL SPIRIT In tho left vent- 
rical wns completely refuted. 
Of course, wo must remember 
tlint da Vinci hntl rnthcr nn 
unfair ndvnntnge. Ho wns al- 
lowed to dissert, hitman beings 
(dead 'fines admittedly), but In 
Galen's time, such activities 
wero considered Impolite. Ga- 
len was never rude. 
Da Vlncl nnd the men who fol- 
lowed him discovered moro nnd 
moro nbout tho anatomy of tho 
vnrculnr system. Da Vlncl, for 
example, drew a rather aesthetic- 



ally satisfying/ 'plcturo of tho 
heart; Its details wore fairly ac- 
curate. Another Renaissance Ital- 
ian discovered that tho veins had 
valves and that they were all 
hinged in one direction. But it 
remained for an Englishman, 
William Harvey, to pieco tho per- 
tinent facts together and explain 
how tho vascular system worked. 

Harvey's observations could 
lend to only one conclusion. He 
discovered thnt each chamber 
or the heart holds approximat- 
ely two ounces ot blood. The 
left chnmber empties Into the 
arterial system 72 times n min- 
ute (as thnt Is tho number of 
times tho heart beats each 
minute). This menns that In 
ono hour, 720 pounds ot blood 
nrc pumped Into tho hotly from 
the heart. Where can It all 
romo from ? Not from tho in- 
digested food nnd drink ns 
Gnlcn supposed, for no one ran 
drink and eat that much In 
ono hour. Tlio only answer 
possible Is that tho .same blood 
Is used over and over again. In 
other words It circulates, and 
very rapidly at that. It docs, 
not flow nt leisure through tho 
veins And arteries as tho 
Greeks nnd Romans supposed; 



nor Is It food and drink mod- 
ified by SPIRITS. Itathor, it is 
n complex substance^ which 
flows out from tho heart 
through the nrtcrlcs, mid bnck 
to It through tlio veins. 
BLOOD GROUPS 
From this point on, rapid ad 
vanccs wero made In tho under 
standing ot blood and tho circula' 
tory system. At nbout thu stitnc 
time that Harvey mado his mo< 
mentous discovery, the micro 
scopo was invented. A few years 
later, an improvement was mado 
in it Which led to tho discovery 
of capillaries and red and white 
corpuscles, while in tho early 
part of the eighteenth century, 
rate of circulation nnd blood 
pressure wero measured. 

Medical Sclenco was on the 
right track nnd In the next 
century nnd n half, knowledge 
of this tissue Increased tre- 
mendously. The roll of the red 
blood corpuscles in distributing 
oxygen throughout tho body 
wns discovered. Tho import- 
ance nf the white corpstlcs or 
leukocytes in ronibntting dis- 
ease was studied, nnd medical 
men begnn lo understand tho 
rolo of platelets In blood clot- 
ting. It wns revealed that 



there wero four main blood 
groups with n variety ol sub- 
division, Tlio effects ot UIl 
Negative and ltd positive fac- 
tors wero carefully studied, 



and perhaps most important of 
nil, n siito menus of blood 
transfusion was developed, Tho 
subject hornmo so very com-

I would like to remind Mr. Kinsman that 
time and time again Mr. Jagan has stressed the 
tact that neither bo nor bis party Is Communist. 



You may dismiss this with a shrug ot tho shoulder 
nnd call it all lies but Is it not significant that 
the legal experts are still considering what char- 
ges to bring against six party members who were 
arrested, even after tho British forces uncovered 
so many "plot3" of sabotage and revolt?

61nce the days of Antiquity 
mention ot blood has always mado 
a deep impression on people. Tho 
Jewish historian Josophus ment- 
ions blood repcatdly and the 
Scriptures contain more than 300 
references In one senso or ano- 
ther — spritual, hereditary, or 
physiological. 

Frequent allusions to blood in 
tho literatures ot many nations 
through their recorded history 
are attributable to its dramatic 
Implications. Little was known 
about the composition or function 
of blood until such discoveries as 
its circulation by Harvey in 1S2S 
and Us four main groups by Land- 
stelner in 1901. 

Vsunlly the sight of blood or 
the loss of blood lias been ass. 
oclated with trngedy or death. 
Now In tho light of modern 
knowledge, as blood Is used by 
physicians to (Ulcvlato human 
suffering-, it l.i expected that 
this traditional attitude will 
disappear nnd thnt this magic 
fluid will bo considered nn ins- 
trument for saving human lives. 
WHAT DOBS DLOOD DO? 
Dlood which tho heart pumps 
rapidly round and round the hotly 
through miles of blood vessels 
does many things to keep us alive 
and healthy. It carries the necess- 
ities of life — oxygen, water, and 
food — to all tho cells of the 
body. 

Blood helps (he cells ot tho 
body to breatho by bringing oxy 
gen from tho lungs and by taking 
carbon dioxide from the cells back 
to the lungs, whero It Is expelled 
It carries food from tho intcs 
tines to tho cells and carries waste 
products to places where they aro 
removed from tho body. It nlso 
furnishes water to the cell tissues. 

It distributes heat produced by 
tho working muscles, and because 
of its water content nnd mobility, 
blood servos as a temperature re- 
gulator for the body. 

In addition to nit llieso Jot>3, 
blood, by tho action of Its white 
eeli.s, antibodies and certain 
complex chemical substances 
serves as a constant bodyguard 
agnlnst infections and other dis 
cases. 



Blood docs these things for us 
in its normal course through our 
bodies. In addition, our donations 
of this magic fluid may help to 
save tho lives of others. 

MEDICAD USES 
Whole blood: The term "whole 
blood" is used hero to denote 
fresh blood to which a preserv- 
ative lias been added. Whole blood 
transfusions are necessary when- 
over large amounts of blood have 
hecn lost as a result of an accid- 
ent, Injury, childbirth, or certain 
diseases. "\Vholo blood may also 
bo* used for tho treatment of in- 
fections and chronic anemias. 
Plasma: Plasma, tho liquid port- 
Ion of blood, is usually separated 
from tho cells by a settling pro- 
cess. Plasma Is sometimes used 
in tho treatment of burns to ro- 
placo the fluid lost from the blood. 
It Is simple to store and is useful 
In rcmoto areas whero facilities 
for administering whole blood arc 
not available. 

Fractions. Plasma has been 
broken down Into frnctions by 
special chemical procedures. Many 
fractions have been isolated, and 
from these several derivatives are 
now available for medical use. 

1. Albumin Is used in the treat- 
ment of certain kidney diseases 
nnd for the emergency replace- 
ment of lost blood volume. 

2. Immune Globulin Is used for 
tlio modification or prevention 
of measles. 

a. Antihemophilic Globulin Is 
used to control bleeding when 
it Is the result of liemopliclln. 
4. Illood Grouping Globulin is 
used to determine tlio Mood 
groups nnd Rh factor. This 
fraction may become Increasing- 
ly important hecauso It is essen- 
tial to have n reliable ngent tor 
grouping Idood. 
Blood Is truly tho staff of life. 
In order to meet tho needs of Can- 
adian hospitals and patients thoy 
serve, tho Canadian Red Cross 
Society lias undertaken tho task of 
organizing a completely free Na- 
tional Blood Transfusion service. 
Next week's Illood Donor event is 
one facet of the Red Cross' search 
for blood.

Hugo of reading Mr. Michael J. ILL. Kinsman's 
analysis of the situation In Urltish Guiana. With 
a roll and thunder of words our present-day 
Mnchlavelll justifies the recent Hrltlsh action in 
suspending the II. ti. constitution. 

Although his conclusions show him to In- 
completely unaware of the problems confronting 
colonial peoples todny, his political stand Is un- 
derstandable. (No one person shall send a bat- 
aillon of soldiers to his house, place him In jail, 
and then promise, at some future date, to release 
the subversive details or his Intended crime.) 

It was, however, tho cold calculating tone of 



his whole article, handling everything In extremes, 
that was so ohjectlonuble. Wo learn that those 
who have doubts over colonial office policy nro 
"dewy-eyed" romantics naively demanding "ab- 
stract Justice". He advocates a one-two policy of 
"squush" the PPP and keep tho workers "satis- 
fled" by redressing thoir grievances. 

Further tho members of the Peoples Pro- 
gressive Party aro likened to "venomous spiders". 
Remember Mr. Kinsman, they arc human beings, 
not animals. Whatever your political opinions 
nro It Is not necessary to clusslfy your oponents 
In tho category of a creeping Insect.

Drug Discovery 

Two McGill professors describ- 
ed to an international gnihering 
of anaesthetists tho effects of a 
new drug that makes nhdoiuiual 
surgery easier nnd safer. 

Dr. Delrdrc M. Gillies and Dr. 
Harold It, Griffith explained that 
tho Idea behind tho new drug 
stems from ancient poison used 
by South American Indians on 
tho points of arrows. 

Dr. Griffith is a professor of 
antiesthetlcs, and chairmnu of the 
committee charged with the est- 
tlng up of a world federation of 
societies of anaesthetists. 

Dr. Griffith used the drug In 
surgery for the first time in 
Ï942. Bucelnulcliollno, ns It is 
called, Is used mostly as a muscle 
relaxant.
